Material Originally Intended for 
Russian Govern.nent Sold to 
Soviets 

After l>ing on a railroad siding at 
Port Coquitlam, since the late years 
of the Great War a vast amount of 
railway maternal originally fabricated 
in Eastern Canada for tho Russian 
gov* rnmciit lias been sold to the So¬ 
viet Government of Russia and will 
soon be oil Its way across the Pacific 
! and the steppes of Siberia. 

The material, which was valued at 
more than $s,000,000 when it was 
j first fabricated, con.dfis of the frame 
work of rolling stock.

Canada's 

Super Task

(By C. W. Peterson) 

There is no good object gained In 
ever failing to look facts straight In 
the face. During the two last census 
periods, between ipoi and 1921, 
Canada made a total gain In popula¬ 
tion of 3,117,000. During the same 
period we received 3,340,000 immi¬ 
grants. Freely translated this means, 
that a volume of population approxi¬ 
mately equal to our natural Increase 
left the country. In other words, it Is 
clear that for the present at least, 
Canada must look almost solely to 
her Immigration to augment her popu 
lotion. This should bring us to n 
clearer realization of the task that 
confronts us. It should Impress us 
with the fart, that Immigration Is 
not a subject we can nfTord to dele¬ 
gate to an inferior position In our 
governmental scheme.

creased owing to the fact that sig¬ 
nals formerly carried direct from 
Sudbury to Fort William, will now 
be strengthened and repeated at 
White River, tho half-way point.

The main 
switch, cutting the new up-to-date 
station into the circuit, was closed 
by Mrs. J. E. Depew, who had been 
closely connected with Canadian 
Pacific developments at White River 
since construction days.
